They are lighted
through five broad, arched windows,
from two streets. and may be entered at
once either from Second or one of the
side streets. The floors are tiled, of a
sober but tasteful pattern, the walls a
pure, soft, creamy white, and the ceilings
artistioally fyesoned.
The effect of the ;-.in'crs_ work is
hightened to a degree amounting alusost
to luxurisvee Ly the outer light which
is allowed to find its way jato the rooms,
through the larze arches filled with
stained glass over the windows. In this
latter respect the building is not inferior
to any in the country. The patterns of
the stained wisdows ave original and
vivid in style, those opon the ground
floor being especially beautiful.

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HISTORY OF THE EX' HANGES.

The first of September being the open-
ing of the o 'mmereial yesr, is always a
natable occasion in Memphis, but to-day
it is 50 in a epevial degree, ns it is tie
day on which ourtwo bnsineas exchavges
take possession of the first building ever
srecied iu the L‘il}' devored t.“-‘.l'lll-il't'l}'
o iils general commercial iuterests, a
suilding the magnitude and magnificence
of which is worthy of the great uses it is
intended to Such an event
naturally induces a glance backward atthe
history of the Merchants’ Exchange and
the Cotton Exchange,and of their origin.
The original eolton business in Memphis
came irom transportation by the river
and from arrivals by land on wagoos,
which used to stop on the bluff opposite
Front street, while the owner went from
store to store to find where he could sell
his cotton for the most monay and buy
his supplies for the least. At night the
blufl ofico presented o peculinr picture,
The drivers, and often the owners, slept
in the wagons, fed their horses thereand
took their meals there upon provisons
brought with them. Each wagon hadits
fire, and the scene at wmight, whes the
embers were glowing, the nesroes chat-
ting, singing and leughicg, and while
the white folks of the party that did not
go to a hotel sat in pleasapt converse
moking their pipes and trying the gqual-
ity of Memphis whisky was a very bappy
ne. When railroads began to bring in
otton the scene chavged, the store-
keepers became merchants and truvsac-
tions were conducted on a larzer seale,
The new state of things required in-
strumentalities formerly not ne-ded, and
method acd regulation in the manner of
ronducting the contioually inerecisiog
ommerce.
WORK OF THE APPEAL.

Tha Memphis APPEAL, as the leading
paper in the city, perceived the de-
ficicncies that were continually entailing
difficulties and leading to disputes, and i+
bepan 10 advoeate the inst tution ol
Chambzr of Commercs as a
apiting merchants when the goneral in

They therefure, ns we should =ay to-
day, “boyootted” the members of the
organization, which fell into bad
and to make koown the true
ohjects and methods of a Chamber
of Uommejog vasa task the APPEAL
arried out st the expenye of much Lol
and print. To overcome prejudics, and
to make the community undersiand what
an institution was that had no parallel in
the South, wzs no casy task, but it was
one in which the paper uever fapzed nor
cecazed its efforts until the nhj:c'l-i Wers
attained. Tao July, 1859, it bezan a series
of editorial articies devoted to the sub
juot, explaiving fnlly whst o Chamber of
Commerce gould do, acd showiog how
the eondition of Memphis trade required
such an institution. July &, 1359, ap-
peared “A Chamber of Commeres for
Mgwphis, No. 1,” in which the Arpruav
stated: “We shall from time to time
show the objects and advastages that a
Chamber of Commeree will secure to
Men;phis and o the soustry from which
she derives her supplies, use every effort
to awaken attention fo its lmporianes,
elucidate the principles upoa which it
should be bawed, explain the laws by
which it should be governed, and, finally,
try to rally public sentiment to a prac
tical focus upon the point, so that a
Memphis Chamber of Commerce may
become an actuality.” Article No. 11
declared: “As long ns Memphis is with-
out a Chamber of Uommerce, she is vol-
notarily occupsicg a position inferior w
that she has a right to claim.” Another
article, July 13, 1859, stated: “We
have not yet arrived at the dig-
nity of a Chamber of (lommerce in
Momphis, and our busincss men mus’
necessarlly be left without much walu-
able information, such as only such ao
institution can sapply.” Perseverance
wou its reward, the more intelligent mea
among the merchants began to support
the efforts of the Arrear, and theapathy
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among the planters of others still, were
wet; oue party wgsgroused and the other
mollified, and at length the edjtors of the
APPEAL had the gratifleation of seeing
fruit come from their labors.

The principal bus-iness of Memphis
being the cotton trade, it bad become
more and more evideut ps time went on.

A sep
aration from the existivg Exchante was
not decided upon without much discus
sion and some delay, but time making
the advisability of such a siep more and
more apparect, it was at length agreed
upon that a separa‘e Exchaoge, desoted
entirely to the cotton business, should be
constituted. The cotron trade of Mem-
phis was the largest of any interior mar-
ket of the kind in Ameriea or Earope.
